"We cheerfully admit," says Thomas W. Williams, secretary j 


of the Socialist party in California, in an article 'i the Los Ax'i- j 
geles Citizen, the organ of the party, "that a univei v.l eif?h'.'-hour •; 
law will, to an extent, increase the cost 11 living.

par'y in putting forth the bill did not claim that ii would solve 
the economic problem. On the contrary, we must emphatically 
assert that so long as profits remain staple no single piece of 
legislation can bring to fee workers any advantage without at the 
5314$ time revealing the incompleteness of any program that does 
^ot strike at the roots of capitalism -profits. But wa say: 'Bet- 
^er that-the cost of living should go up '.han the standard of 
living should go down.' 
"I want to break this infV>rmatiorf gently. Mr. Ranchman, that 


your ownership of the land is only temporary, anyway. We are 
not agitating an eight-hour day because of its effect on your 
profits. We propose the abolition of all your profits. The sooner 
you learn this the better."

We think the answer to the proposition of the advocates of 


the proposed law will be a negative one. The measure is by far 
too drastic h> its previsions. It coiyuiljus no alternatives, but is 
sweeping. The act in its entirety reatlu: 


Any employer who shall require or permit, or shall 


suffer or permit any overseer, superintendent, foreman 
or other agent of said employer to require or permit 
any person in his employ to work more than eight hours 
in one day, or more than forty-eight hours m one week, 
except in case of extraordinary emergency, caused by 
fire, flood or danger to life or property, shail be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
fined not less than $50-nor more tha?i 8500 or imprisoned 
in the county jail not less than 10 days nor more than 
90 days, or both GO fined and imprisoned. 
This law applies to everybody, contains no exemptions what- 


ever to allow for the uncontrollable forces of Nature in harvest- 
ing crops and its adoption would be a serious blow to agriculture 
and the development and general prosperity of California. 


It is a serious matter to interfere with the right of effort, 


and to deny to, the individual the privilege of earning to his 
capacity if he desires, especially where such effort is used in pro- 
ducing from the stiil. We are fain to admit that in some indus- 
tries eight hours is sufficient for toil, but so far as farming, fruit 
-growing' fnjd kindred pursuits 4r? concerned, the application of 


~ such a -few as ths o<W Q>otecl would mean disaster, not only to the 
farmer himself, but the entire svkte. The loss that would be in- 
curred through shortage cnf-'ouiptt* sroald be millions and the cost 
uf living which the proponents admit will be higher, will be so 
mucfe; higher that the toile?;:> m «ther occupations will find them- 
selves carrying a barren too great to be borne. 


For twenty-fivfe ijgfefs California has been unable to obtain 


competent help when ;ttie crops were normal. The experience of 
farmers has showir ihat for more than three decades it has been 
impossible to operate a faira on an eight-hour basis, for there are 
times when Nature compels the agriculturist to work long hours 
either in planting or harvesting. 


If thj? law passes it will add twenty per cent to the cost of 


farm labor and to this must be added the cost of failure to har- 
vest full crops. "There is but one alternative for the farmer; that 
being to lease his land to Orientals and thus establishing a new 
sopial sfamdard and one against which the proponents of such 
measures as thi? have been crying out against for years.
